Sec. 1. RCW 28B. 04. 010 and 1979 ¢ 73 s 1 are each anended to read
as foll ows:

This chapter may be known and cited as the " ((displtaced—horenaker))

life transitions act."

Sec. 2. RCW 28B.04.020 and 2004 c¢ 275 s 29 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The | egislature finds that honemakers are an unrecogni zed part of
the workforce who nmake an invaluable contribution to the strength,
durability, and ((purpese)) economc vitality of our state.

The legislature further finds that there is an increasing nunber of
persons in this state who, having ((+s+-+H-ed—=a)) perforned the role as

homemaker, ( ( HAd—thenselves—displaced—n—thetr—m-ddle—vyears
through)) nust transition into the workforce due to divorce, death of
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a spouse or donestic partner, or disability or reduced earning
capability of the spouse((—eF—ether—toss—of—Ffamty—incore—of—a
spoeuse)) or donestic partner who was the primary famly wage earner

As a consequence, ((é+splaced)) transitioning honmemakers are very often
left with little or no inconme; they are ineligible for categorica

wel fare assistance; they are subject to the highest rate of
unenpl oynent of any sector of the workforce; they face continuing
discrimnation in enploynent because of their age ((anrd)) or |ack of
recent paid work experience; they are ineligible for unenploynent
i nsurance because they have been engaged in unpaid |abor in the honeg;
they are ineligible for social security benefits because they are too
young, and many never qualify because they have been divorced fromthe
famly wage earner; and they may have | ost beneficiaries' rights under
enpl oyer's pension and health plans through divorce or death of

spouse( ( —and—they—are—oftenunacceptable to private-health-insurance
plans because of their age)).

It is the purpose of this chapter to establish guidelines under
which the state board for comunity and technical colleges shal
contract to establish nultipurpose ((serviee—e€enters—and)) prograns to
provi de necessary training opportunities, counseling, and services for
((eisplaced)) transitioning honemakers so that they may enjoy the
i ndependence and econom c security vital to a productive life.

Sec. 3. RCW 28B.04.030 and 2004 c¢c 275 s 30 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

Unl ess the context clearly requires otherwise, the definitions in
this section apply throughout this chapter.

(1) "Board" neans the state board for comunity and technical
col | eges.

(2) (("Center" neans a nultipurpose service center for displaced
honenakers as described in RCW28B. 04. 040.

£3))) "Program neans ((these)) life transitions nultipurpose
prograns described in RCW ((28B04-050—which—provide)) 28B.04.040

providing direct((+)) outreach, ((and)) information and ((#rathng
serviees)) referral, and intensive instructional prograns, which serve

t he needs of ((disptaced)) transitioning homenmekers.

(((4)——Dbisptaced)) (3) "Transitioning honmenmaker" neans an
i ndi vi dual who:
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(a) Has worked in the home for ((+en)) five or nore years providing
unsal ari ed househol d services for famly nmenbers on a full-tine basis;
and

(b) I's not gainfully enpl oyed;

(c) Needs assistance in securing enploynent; and

(d) Has been dependent on the inconme of another famly nenber but
is no |longer supported by that inconme, ((er)) has been dependent on the
incone of another fam |y nenber but needs to secure enploynent because
of reduced earning capability of the primary famly wage earner, has
been dependent on federal assistance but is no longer eligible for that
assi stance, or is supported as the parent of mnor children by public
assi stance or spousal support but whose children are within two years
of reaching their majority.

Sec. 4. RCW 28B.04.040 and 1985 c¢c 370 s 38 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The board, in consultation with state and |ocal governnenta
agencies, comunity groups, and local and national organizations
concerned wth ((displaced)) transitioning honemakers, shall receive
applications and my contract wth public or private nonprofit
organi zations to establish nultipurpose ((serviee—centers)) prograns
for ((éisplaced)) transitioni ng honenmakers. In determning sites and
adm ni stering agencies or organi zations for the ((eenters)) prograns,
the board shall consider the experience and capabilities of the public
or private nonprofit organizations nmaking application to provide
services ((te)) as a ((eenter)) program

(2) The board shall issue ((+ules)) policies and procedures
prescribing the standards to be net by each ((eenter)) program in
accordance with the policies set forth in this chapter. Cont i nui ng
funds for the mintenance of each ((eenter)) contract shall be

contingent upon the determnation by the board that the ((eenter))
mul ti purpose programis in conpliance with the contractual conditions
and with the ((+#es)) policies and procedures prescribed by the board.

Sec. 5. RCW 28B.04.050 and 1985 c¢ 370 s 39 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) Each ((eenter)) programcontracted for under this chapter shal
i nclude or provide information and referral to the follow ng services:
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(a) Job counseling services which shall:

(1) Be specifically designed for ((displaced)) transitioning
homemaker s;

(i1) Counsel ((éisplaced)) transitioning homenmakers with respect to
appropriate job opportunities; and

(iii1) Take into account and build upon the skills and experience of
a honenmaker and enphasi ze job readiness as well as skill devel opnent;

(b) Job training and job placenent services which shall:

(1) Enphasize short-term training prograns and prograns which
expand upon honmemaki ng skills and vol unteer experience and which | ead
to gai nful enploynent;

(ii1) Devel op, through cooperation with state and | ocal governnent
agenci es and private enployers, nodel training and pl acenent prograns
for jobs in the public and private sectors;

(ti1) Assist ((d-splaeced)) transitioning honemakers in gaining
adm ssion to existing public and private job training prograns and
opportunities, including vocational education and apprenticeship
trai ni ng prograns; and

(iv) Assist in identifying community needs and creating new jobs in
the public and private sectors;

(c) Health counseling services, including referral to existing
heal th progranms, wth respect to:

(1) General principles of preventative health care;

(1i) Health care consunmer education, particularly in the selection
of physicians and health care services, including, but not limted to,
heal t h mai nt enance organi zati ons and heal th i nsurance;

(ti1) Famly health care and nutrition;

(1v) Alcohol and drug abuse; and

(v) Oher related health care matters;

(d) Financial managenent services which provide information and
assistance wth respect to insurance, taxes, estate and probate
probl ens, nortgages, |oans, and other related financial mtters;

(e) Educational services, including:

(1) Qutreach and information about courses offering credit through
secondary or postsecondary education progranms, and other re-entry
prograns, including bilingual progranm ng where appropriate; and

(1i1) Information about such other prograns as are determ ned to be
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of interest and benefit to ((éisplaced)) transitioning honenakers by
t he board;

(f) Legal counseling and referral services; and

(g) Qutreach and information services with respect to federal and
state enpl oynent, educati on, heal t h, public assi st ance, and
unenpl oynent assi stance prograns which the board determ nes woul d be of
interest and benefit to ((displaced)) transitioni ng honemakers.

(2) The staff positions of each multipurpose ((eenrter)) program
contracted for In accordance wth RCW 28B. 04. 040, i ncl udi ng
supervisory, technical, and admnistrative positions, shall, to the
maxi mum extent possible, be filled by ((é+splaeced)) transitioning
homenmaker s.

Sec. 6. RCW 28B.04.060 and 1985 c¢ 370 s 40 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The board may contract, where appropriate, with public or private
nonprofit groups or organi zations serving the needs of ((éisplaced))
transitioning honemakers for prograns designed to:

(1) Provide direct services to ((éisplaced)) transitioning
homemekers, including job counseling, job training and placenent,
heal t h counseling, financial managenent, educational counseling, |egal
counseling, and referral services as described in RCW 28B. 04. 050;

(2) Provide statewde outreach and information services for
((eisplaced)) transitioning honemakers; and

(3) Provide training opportunities for persons serving the needs of
((eisplaced)) transitioning honenmakers, including those persons in
areas not directly served by prograns ((and—-eenters)) established under
this chapter.

Sec. 7. RCW 28B.04.080 and 2004 c¢c 275 s 31 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The board shall consult and cooperate with the departnent of
social and health services; the higher education coordi nating board,;
( (+he—superintendent—of—puble—instruetion-)) the workforce training
and education coordinating board; the enploynent security departnent;
t he departnent of |abor and industries; sponsoring agencies under the

federal ((eoenprehensive—enployrent—andtratnngact—{(8+Stat—839+—29
U-S-C—See—8061—et—seq)+)) workforce investnent act; and any other
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persons or agencies as the board deens appropriate to facilitate the
coordination of ((eenters)) prograns established under this chapter
Wi th existing prograns of a simlar nature.

(2) Annually on July 1st, each agency listed in subsection (1) of
this section shall submt a description of each service or program
under its jurisdiction which would support the prograns ((anrd—eenters))
established by this chapter and the funds available for such support.

(3) The board shall serve as a clearinghouse for ((displaced))
transitioni ng honenaker information and resources and shall conpile and
di ssem nate statewide information to the ((eenters)) prograns, rel ated
agenci es, and interested persons upon request.

Sec. 8. RCW 28B.04.085 and 2004 c¢c 275 s 32 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The executive coordinator of the board shall establish an
advisory commttee, to be known as the ((disptaced—herermaker)) life
transitions program advisory committee.

(2) The advisory conmttee shall be advisory to the executive
coordi nator and staff of the board.

(3) Commttee nenbership shall not exceed twenty-two persons and
shal | be geographically and generally representative of the state. At
| east one nenber of the advisory commttee shall either be or recently
have been a ((displaced)) transitioning honemaker.

(4) Functions of the advisory commttee shall be:

(a) To provide advice on all aspects of admnistration of the
((ei-splaced-horermaker)) life transitions program including content of
program rul es, guidelines, and application procedures;

(b) To assist in coordination of activities under the ((é+splaced
horermaker)) life transitions programw th related activities of other
state and federal agencies, with particular enphasis on facilitation of
coordi nat ed fundi ng.

Sec. 9. RCW28B.04.100 and 1979 ¢ 73 s 10 are each anmended to read
as follows:

Thirty percent of the funding for the ((eenters—and)) prograns
under this chapter shall be provided by the organization adm nistering
the ((eenter—er)) program Contri butions in-kind, whether materials
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and supplies, physical facilities, or personal services, my be
considered as all or part of the funding provided by the organization.

Sec. 10. RCW 28B.04.110 and 1985 c¢c 370 s 43 are each amended to
read as foll ows:

The board nmay, in carrying out this chapter, accept, use, and
di spose of contributions of noney, services, and property: PROVI DED,
That funds generated wthin individual ((eenters)) nultipurpose
prograns may be retained and utilized by those ((eenters)) prograns.
All noneys received by the board or any enployee thereof pursuant to
this section shall be deposited in a depository approved by the state
treasurer. Di sbursenments of such funds shall be on authorization of
the board or a duly authorized representative thereof. In order to
mai ntain an effective expenditure and revenue control such funds shal
be subject in all respects to chapter 43.88 RCW but no appropriation
shall be required to permt expenditure of such funds.

Sec. 11. RCW 28B.04.120 and 1979 c¢c 73 s 12 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

No person in this state, on the ground of ((sex—age,)) race
creed, color, ((reHgien-)) national origin, famlies with children
sex, marital status, sexual orientation, age, honorably discharged
veteran or mlitary status, or the presence of any sensory, nental, or
physi cal ((handiecap)) disability or the use of a trained dog quide or
service aninmal by a person with a disability, shall be excluded from
participating in, be denied the benefits of, or be subjected to
di scrimnation under, any program or activity funded in whole or in
part with funds nade avail abl e under this chapter.
